DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 5/13/2010 has been received and fully considered. 

2. Claims 2, 5, 7-12 remain cancelled; and claim 21 is added. 

3. Claims 1, 3-4, 6, 13-21 are now pending and presented for examination. 

Drawings 

4. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in this 
application because figure 3 of the drawings filed on 9/26/2005 is unclear or unreadable . 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 3-4, 6, 13-21 are allowed. 

5.0 The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5.1 While O'Brien discloses a dental prosthesis manufacturing process that 
includes scanning a structure to obtain input data corresponding to a surface of dental 
prosthesis to be manufactured, provide a minimum thickness; and Duret discloses a 
method for making a dental prosthesis preparing a stump and output a control data using 
a numerical control unit; neither of these references taken either alone or in combination 
with the prior art of record discloses a method for dental prosthesis that includes 
displaying the shape of the dental prosthesis together with the control surface on a 
monitor, wherein the displayed control surface provides a visual representation of the 
minimum required thickness, the design data are modified based on a visual comparison

of the design data and the displayed control surface in order to meet the stability 
requirements, the design of the prosthesis corresponding to the modified design data is 
displayed on the monitor together with the control surface, as specifically shown in the 
claims, in combination with the remaining elements and features of the instant invention, 
it is for these reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
